External Affairs Debate 


Mr. DE VALERA said that there 
were so many Irish citizens in the 
United States, Canada, Australia 
and New Zealand that we were apt 
to forget how many of our citizens 
were to be found in Europe and in 
the missionary areas of Africa and 
the East. This fact was, however, 
constantly brought home to the 
Department. There were over 2,000 
Irish citizens int the different coun- 
Furope. Most of these 
were resident in Italy, France, Spain 
and Germany, but the Department 
had requests for assistance 
from Irish citizens in the Nether- 
Sweden, Hungary, Yugo- 
Slavia. Roumania, and other coun- 
tries in Europe. In the Far East 
they had the houses of Irish reli- 
gious communities in the Philippines, 
Hong Kong. Burma, and many 
parts of China. He was sure many 
deputies had read the ex; “iences of 
the Irish Jesuits in Hong Kong. 
They had been able to give Irish 
citizens abroad news of their rela- 
tives at home, and people at home 
news of relatives abroad, where 
they were unable to communicate 
directly by the ordinary means.

abroad. Over £12,000 had passed 
through the Department for this 
purpose last year. The - amount 
transmitted since the beginning of 
to Irish citizens abroad was 
nearly £50,000. By reason of 
arrangements ‘made by the Depart- 
ment 97 Irish citizens had been 
enabled to return home from the 
Continent last year. Some of these 
had been interned, but were released 
by the authorities on condition that 
their return home would be ar- 
ranged. 

Stating that foreigners became 
objects of suspicion in time of 
war, Mr. de Valera said that 
there had been cases of Irish 
citizens who had been interned, 
and even cases who had received 
serious sentences on charges of 
different kinds. 

[he safeguarding of the rights of 
our citizens was an important task 
of the Department’s representatives 
abroad. They must. ensure that 
citizens were provided with 
proper legal aid when in trouble; 
After trial and sentence they 
usually intervened to secure a re- 
mission of sentence or clemency.

Mr. Thomas Dewey, 42-year-old 
Governor of New York State, was

candidate for the United States Presi- 
dential election in November. He 
got 1,056 votes to the one cast for 
General. MacArthur, Allied Com- 
mander in ‘the South-West Pacific 
area, 

Governor Bricker (Ohio), who 
withdrew from the contest, was 
unanimously nominated for the 
\ ice-Presidency.

Here and there in the war areas 
Or areas under military occupation 
in Euro in particular in France 
and Italy—there were Irish-owned 
buildings, particularly the houses of 
Irish religious communities and also 
house property of individual Irish 
citizens. Wherever possible, the 
neutral character of such property 
was indicated by the posting of 
notices outside the buildings, and 
where that was done such buildings 
had been exempted from requisi- 
tion and billeting, and, generally 
speaking, their neutral character had 
been respected. 

Mr. de Valera said that last 
year 766,000 dollars had been col- 
lected by the Legations in the 
United States for Irish citizens out 
of the estates of deceased persons 
of Irish ancestry. 


VALUABLE WORK 


He was personally ever ccnscious 
of the fact. and was sure that de- 
puties would feel proud with him, 
of the manner in which the officers 
of the Department were discharging 
their duties abroad, often under 
conditions of discomfort, difficulty, 
and even personal danger. In the 
past twelve months their Legation 
in Berlin had been destroyed, with 
all its contents. Their Legation in 
Rome had suffered minor damage 
during air-raids on that city, and 
the staff of the High Commis- 
sioner’s office in London. had had 
to work under difficult conditions 
at various times. The reports of 
the various officers abroad showed 
that there was ir an hour of 
the working day in which there was 
not somebody in the waiting rooms 
looking for protection, a or 
assistance, 

The Department. had also heen 
of assistance to the Department of 
Supplies in facilitating imports 
from overseas. They had also 
succeeded in collecting debts due 
from abroad to Irish citizens at 
home, where, owing to exchange 
restrictions or interruption of com- 
munications, creditors had been un- 
able to collect through the ordinary 
channels. Over £3,500 
covered in this way for 
citizens in the last twelve months, 
and about £12,000 had been col- 
lected since the Ea of the 
war. An arrangement had now 
been concluded with the Govern- 
ment of Spain for the liquidation 
of debts due to Irish firms “frozen” 
in that country since the outbreak 
of the Spanish Civil War. 


SHANGHAI PENSIONERS

_ When the United States desired 
Similar accommodation here, they 
addressed a note asking us to give 
them what they wanted. When, after 
consideration, our Government 
decided that they did not wish to 
do so, there was no question of 
using force; no _ threats were 
employed and no sanctions imposed. 
The United States did not challenge 
our right to refuse. They acknow- 
ledged that we are a_ sovereign 
State, ‘fully entitled to give 
or to withhold anything and 
everything that it is our right 
to se or withhold. They believed 
it their right to ask us frankly for 
something in our gift that was of 
great value to them, but when, in 
our wisdom, we indicated our re- 
luctance to give what they asked— 
the moment we indicated we were 
not prepared to implement the 
words of the Taoiseach: ‘Ireland 
will not forget and Ireland will not 
be ungrateful’—the United States 
instantly acknowledged our rights 
and declined to invoke. anything 
resembling force against us, and 
this despite the fact that they had 
at their disposal a million men with 
armaments and resources sufficient 
to overwhelm the best we could 
put in the field in 48 hrs. In face

country is truly neutral as between 
the Axis Powers and the Common- 
wealth and the United States.” 


NEUTRALITY ? 


If Ireland had, after this war, to 
choose between the two ideologies, 
that of the Axis nations on the one 
hand and that of the United 
Nations on the other, he found it 
hard to believe that there would 
be indifference as to which side they 
would choose. He was not in- 
different; he was not, and had never 
been, neutral, and it was a constant 
source of shame to him that their 
people, who had so long been the 
champions of liberty in the world, 
should now be represented before 
the world as knowing no difference, 
and being cite unprepared to take 
sides in a conflict between Germany, 
on the one side, and the United 
Nations, on the other.

FLOOD OF TANKS . 


Accompanying this outflanking 
threat to Caen, heavy fighting is 
reported north and north-east of 
the town, where the 6th Airborne 
Division landed on the eve of 
D-day to secure bridgeheads on the 
east of the river and canal flowing 
north to the sea. 

Doon Campbell, Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent, says that a flood of 
uns, tanks and infantry is strcam- 
ing across the Odon bridgehead. 

One of the biggest tank battles 
ever in Europe still is going on 
the valleys of the Odon and Orne. 

Charles Lynch, another Reuter 
correspondent, says that the gap that 
the British have driven through the 
German lines west of Caen is like 
a funnel through which are mov- 
ing men, tanks and guns from the 
beachhead arsenal. Fighting still is 
fierce, not only at the tip of the 
British wedge beyond the Odon, but 
also along the flanks of the drive.

New York Radio, quoting a late 
flash from Normandy, yesterday 
afternoon announced: “ The Villers 
Bocage-Caen highway has been 
overrun at many points.” : 
Behind the British front lines 
troops still are mopping up little 
islands of Germans who have been 
holding out. One such point was 
near Onchy, south of Tilly. Another 
German strong point, Rauray, a 
mile and a half south-east of Fon- 
tenay-le-Pesnil, now is firmly in 
Allied hands, while two more vil- 
lages, Grainville and Colleville, are 
being rapidly cleared of the Ger- 
mans, 

There is no further resistance in 
Cherbourg itself or the harbour 
area. There are indications that 
Serious damage has-been done to 
the port facilities, which probably 
will necessitate considerable im- 
provisations to obtain maximum 
value from the port. 

Troublesome resistance at Mau- 
pertus has ceased, and the Ameri- 
cans now hold the airfield there. 
In the north-east corner of the 
peninsula, in the Cap de Barfleur 
area, there still is some German 
resistance, and mopping up opera- 
tions are going on there. There 
also is some resistance with artillery 
fire in the north-western tip, in the 
Cap de la Hague area, particularly 
at Beaumont Hague.

M. HENRIOT 
SHOT DEAD 


PHILLIPE HENRIOT, French 

¢ Propaganda er, was 

shot dead by men who gained entry 

to his bedroom at the Paris 

Ministry of Information yesterday 

morning. There were nine bullet 
wounds in his body. 


The German News Agency gave 
these details of his assassination: 
“Shortly before six o’clock in the 
morning four motor cars drew up 
before the Ministry. Several 
terrorists’ alighted and took up 
positions in the four streets sur- 
rounding the building. Policemen 
on guard at the entrance to the 
Ministry were disarmed. The ter- 
rorists, pretending to be militiamen, 
induced the concierge and his wife 
to open the door. 

“Several armed men went to the 
upper floor to the private bedrooms 
of the Minister and knocked at 
the bedroom door. When M. 
Henriot opened the door he was 
apparently: overcome after a short 
struggle, and collapsed with .nine 
bullets in his body. The assassins 
then escaped.”
